Tuesday night at 
Brandenburg a *uit was filea against 
the bank by O. C. Richardson, creditor, 
stockholder and vice-president of the 
bank, asking that a Receiver be ap- 
pointed to take charge of the bank. 
Thursday at Elizabethtown, the plain- 
tiff, Claude Mercer, made a motion be- 
fore Judg Chelf, asking the appoint- 
^ ment of a Receiver and the motion was 
V sustained and M. H. Beard, Cashier of 
The Bank of Hardinsburg & Trust Co., 
was appointed Receiver and qualified 
and took charge of the bank on the 
succeeding day. The liabilities of the 
bank, exclusive of $15,000 capital stock, 
are approximately *:to,000 and the as- 
sets are nominally about $40,000. The 
depositors will be paid in full, but 
whether such can be done without an 
assessment against the stockholders re- 
mains to be seen. Overloans and slow 
callections are .the primary causes of 
the suspension. A movement is on 
foot to a reorganization of the bank. 
Doubtless at some time another bank 
will be opened at that point as It is in a 
fine community of good, substantial 
farmers.

Of Burley Tobacco Next Year- 
Will Be The Platform On 
Which Burley Society 
Will Enter 



Ltxiegton Ky., Dec. jl .— Develop* 
ment here today appear to indicate that 
wlirn the general convention of the 
Burley tobacco growers of Kentucky, 
Ohio, Missouri, Indiana, and West Vir- 
giuia meets in Lexington on January 5, 
the members of the Hurley Tobacco Soc- 
iety and the tobacco branch of the 
American Society of Kquity will make 
Strenuous objections to pioducing a 
crop in I9M. 

The object of the general convention 
is to form an organization of burley prof 
ducers of these five states tnto a great 
bodv to control the price and the acre- 
age of tobacco. Delegates will be chosen 
at meetings all over Ioohcco districts of 
these states tomorrow. 

The objectors of the plan to raise to- 
bacco uext year say the old Burley 
Society has 80,000 hogsheads of 
the loOqpool yet unsold, while the 1010 
crop, which has not been pooled, is 
practically untouched, and that another 
crop on top of these would ruin the 
market. They will ask that the crop be 
abandoned in I9II and one be raised in 
li»P,>. ('.rowers who produce about 300, 
000,000 pounds of tobacco annually will 
be affected directly or indirectly by the 
new organization.

The Sever* Wear Caused by Automo- 
bile* Has Mad* It Necessary to Find 
Something Stronger Than the Mac- 
adam Road— Experiments With Mix- 
ture of Dirt and Oil Show Results. 

Macadam roads have been I he world's 
m.indard for MM! years, but under 
conditions of modern trulllc they have 
so quickly worn away (hat In the 
country which boasted the endurlnar 
nillltnry roads of Napoleon n con- 
fess of the mad ennlneers of the 
world was called to discuss menus of 
preventing tlietn from going up In 
smoke or dust: The Iron tire of The 
Imrse drawn vehicle rolled and com- 
pacted the limestone rond. The pneu- 
inatle tire of the motorcar sueks up 
the dust find draws It Into the nlr to 
lib'W away. It was iforinerly compne- 
tfofl by trafflc; now it Is miction. 

This fact has been strikingly dem- 
onstrated by the work of the stnte 
highway commission of Illinois. One 
of the licst miles of maiadam rond 
ever construct nl. and surface bound 
with a gravel of peculiar cementing 
quality, has been ripped up nnd blown 
away down to the large, sharp pointed 
rucks that constitute the basic course, 
other experiments with oil and tar 
have proved the binding and prntect- 
inir properties of those substances. 

Value of Oil. 

The value of oil of heavy asphalt 
base— the residuum after NftaiBg out 
I ho volatile oils— as n binder for rock 
roadl led to experiments with It in the 
construct!— of dirt roads without the 
use of atone. The idea was to com- 
pact and bind the dirt so that It would 
le waterproof and lis wearproof ns 
[o'-it.le in other words, to bind the 
particles of <llrt together so that trac- 
tion would produce little dust. One 
o?' the most striking experiments with 
eilc<l black mud was made at Hement, 
in Plntt county, nnd herewith we re- 
turn to our Illustrations. The Roment 
Section ranks ajMSg the richest in 
I central Illinois. It is rich liecause It 
i is fairly bottouilesa. It was low lying 
| nod swampy In the olden days before 
1 I be coming of the steam dredge and 
the tile and Its roads were as Impass- 
ible as that type of land affords. 

It Is usable all the year round for 
maximum loads, it is practically dust- 
less, it requires no dragging or scrap- 
ing, and It has a resiliency that snves 
horse and vehicle and ndtls much to 
the comfort of the occupants of wagon 
or carriage. After more than a year's 
tost, the experiment must be pronounc- 
••<l a great success, and the best men 
about Itement. who have made n study 
of roads for many years, regard It as 
the solution of the problem of build 
lag mudless ronds In the black prairie 

soils. 

The method of construction was sliu 
pie. The road was plowed six inches 
deep and the dirt scraped to each side 
In the bed thus made n layer of oil 
waa sprinkled, the oil in this experi- 
DN lit being what Is usually called gO 
to sr, per <ent asphalt oil. After the 
oil was applied two Inches of dirt were 
si raped back Into the roadway and oil 
nut soil were thoroughly disked to- 
ol her. 

Use of Tamper. 

Then followed a tamper, nn Imple 

men! ttke ■ huge geld roller, each sec- 
tion of which bears closely set prongs 
about ten Inches loii^, somewhat like 
I be Ipskee attached to the wheels of 
I steam roller to tear up the road, ouly 
Onger and rounded on the end. This 
tamper does tin- work its name Indi- 
rates, it completes the mixture aud 
the oil and dirt and tamps it down 
After Its use more oil and dirt were 
a d de d until three layers had lieer. ap- 
plied, ami then the ateam roller com- 
pleted the work. 

About two and a half gallons of oil 
wen- used to the square yard. This 
oil sells, according to quality, at from 
I to 7 cents per gallon. Taking I 
cents as nu average and building a 
road sixteen feet w ide, which Is wider 
than Is necessary for the oil, we have 
a cost for oil of about ifl.1T."> per mile. 
The labor cost is to be added to that. 
It i.s certainly the cheapest mudless 
load thai has yet been devised, us the 
lock roads run quickly into large mon- 
ey when the material must be curried 
in by rail. 

Ib-palrs are readily made In this 
form of roud construction. The top 
is plowed up. more oil added, tamped 
and rolled, and the burface Is as good 
us new. It Is not a road that does not 
ue.,1 repair. No such road Is built. 
Even the city's granite blocks wear 
out under the creaking wheels of Its 
heavy traffic. The fundamental fault 
of Amerlcun country road buildera is 
their ideu that a road will stay built 
It won't. It Is not lu the nature of 
things. The best of rouda need repair, 
and wise Is that commissioner who has 
learned that in road maintenance a 
stitch In time saves nine, fufortu 
nately not many of them have learned 
that fact. 

Evidently the black mud regions, far 
from gravel aud limestone, need not 
elt helplessly marooned In mud. A 
way out has apparently been found 
iver a solid, sebstautlal bridge, built 
.f oil aud dirt.

DEC AY OF TIN. 

Remarkable Alteration Which Takes 
Place In the Metal. 

Anything made of tin. It seems, is 
doomed to a brief existence. This 
metal is subject to a remarkable kind 
of alteration, a species of disease to 
which It is liable. When exposed to 
the air tin undergoes no chemical 
change, ns do iron and copper. wWch, 
of course, chemically combine with the 
oxygen or with water. The tin. how- 
ever, still remains metallic tin, but 
gradually becomes gray nnd dull and 
falls to line powder. 

The disense is "catching." It infects 
or induces the same change in other 
masses of tin in the Immediate neigh- 
borhood. \Yo are told that In a Rus- 
sian Imperial maga/.iue, in place of tin 
uniform buttons, little heaps of powder 
were found. A consignment of I'.anka 
tin sent from Rotterdam to Moscow 
in 1S77 arrived at the latter place In 
the form of powder. This alteration la 
due to a change In the Internal crya- 
tattUM structure of the metal and Is 
analogous to the slow transformation 
of nionoclinic sulphur to rhombic sul- 
phur. As a result, objects of tin of 
archaeological Interest are rare. Those 
that have been found have been in the 
form of earthenware vessels, knobs, 
etc., which have been found in the 
Swiss lake dwellings coated with tin 
foil. Cassiterite or tinstone is the sin- 
gle ore from which the tin has been 
obtained in any quantity.— Knowledge 
and Scientific News. London.

Tha mixture should be allowed to rs- 
inalu on the marble for two or three 
days.

Automobile Club Give* Free Drflo* to 
Farmers. 

A plan Inauguratid several months 
ago by the Manhattan (Kau.i Motor 
club has been successful In bettering 
the condition of the country roads in a 
radius o* ten miles from Manhattan 
at least r>0 per cent, and tbe plan Is 
so Inexpensive that the club Is urging 
at her towns to take It up.

The club hns given away 
more than forty drai;s and Is getting 
calls for them nt the rate of about 
four a week. 

Tlie club lirst made the offer several 
months ago. The farmers were slow-

days ago the club's president, Dr. J. 
D. Colt, advertised the offer In the lo- 
cal newspapers, and the result has 
been that the drags nre being taken 
by the farmers as fast as the club can 
get them made. Tin? club has placed 
no limit on the territory in which the 
offer Is good, and the drags are in use 
In all sections of the county. They 
cost the clul. about $0 each. 



GOOD COLD CREAMS. 

For Making Your Own 
Compounds. 

To make sure of getting a cold 
rrenm In whl' h there are no nnimal 
oils many women like to compound 
their own massage creams. 

They often fail to get results from 
n good PtttH by not understanding 
the nrt of compounding. All cold 
rrenms are made In the same way 
The fatty substances nre put In n don 
hie boiler and molted, silrrlng con 
stantly. When all are melted turn 
out In a bowl and stir, sen plug down 
from sides. 

The chief trouble contra lu adding 
the extracts and astringents, whh h 
must be added gradually when th • 
fatty base Is partially cold. Add first 
any perfumed waters, drop by drop 
beattsf constantly with a silver foftt. 
then all tinctures or extracts last of 
all. These go In drop by drop nlso.

Tar on English Roads. 

The county surveyors In England 
have reported that the tarring of 
roads has resulted In a saving of 20 
to 25 per cent of the cost of the road 
maintenance. The average cost of 
spraying with tar Is (118 per mile. 
Experienced men say that It pays to 
spend this much for tarring the roads 
that cost y.T.Vi to $1.0<Ki per mile a 
year for maintenance. Nothing more 
satisfactory than tar has been found. 
Two methods are used In applying it 
If the road is resurfaced the material 
is previously saturated with tar. Or 
roads that are not used too much such 
treatment will last live or six years 
Tbe other system Is to spread hot 
tar on the surface, and this has proved 
to be more than a dust protector. It 
makes tbe road waterproof nud binds 
together the material, making It more 
reslstent to water, wheels and hoofs 



Eggplant Recipes. 

Fried Eggplant — Take two youns 
eggplants, slice thin and even and la\ 
them in milk which you have seasoned 
with salt and pepper to taste; then dip 
each slice In flour, contlng lightly, and 
fry In enough hot fat to float the slices. 

Stuffed Eggplant. — Choose four 
young, rather small eggplants, wipe 
with a damp cloth, cut in halves and 
scoop out all but a thin layer of the 
flesh adhering to the skin. Sprinkle 
the Inside of the shells with salt and 
stand them. Inverted, on a plnttvr to 
drain. Meanwhile prepare tbe fillintr 
for the shells, ( hop the scooped 001 
meat quite fine; mix with three small 
onions minced line and browned In but- 
ter. Cook until the moisture Is Veil 
cooked out; then add a little mimed 
parsley and a dozen button mushrooms 
chopped fine; then add an equal quan- 
tity of soft bread, ruinbs, season to 
taste with ^alt and pepper, remove 
from tbe fire nnd MM the beaten yolks 
of two or three eggs. The Oiling should 
be moist, but not too soft. Fill the 
shells nnd cover with buttered bread- 
crumbs nnd place lu a hot oven to 
brown tbe crumbs nicely. Serve as 
soon as done. 

Eggplant Hue rood and Fried.— If the 
eggplant Is well grown and ■ little old 
steam it first or parboil It in its skin, 
drain and COOl. Then cut In slices an 
inch thick. Soak the slins in salt wa- 
ter two hours, drain, dip In egg nr. I 
tine dry bfOtdcrtimba and fry In deep, 
hot fat until ■ nice brown. 

Eggplant With Scrambled Eggs tad 
Tomatoes.— Saute or broil slices of ten 
der young egcplant; arrange on n bet 
platter and ever each slice with scram- 
bled eggs and tomato pulp chopped 
line. A few strips of sweet green pep- 
per scalded for five minutes, dramx' 
and stirred Into the scrambled egg ui.i 
tomato ndd an attractive touch of color 
as well as flavor. 

Broiled E-gplar.t. — Tare tbe egg- 
plant if large and cut In slices a qtiar- 
ter of a. i inch thick. Dust the slices 
with salt and pepper mid baste them 
with melted butter or oil. IMace lu 
a flue wire broiler and broil over a 
clean fire until a nice brown on both 
sides. It will take about three min- 
utes for ea.-b side. These may In- 
served for a breakfast dish with gar- 
nish of crisp brown bacon chips or for 
luncheon with cold tomato catchup or 
sliced tomatoes.

off on fifth rib. For the border make 
u single crochet of contrasting colored 
wool. Run r'.bbou through for ties. 

Coat.— Cast, on thlrteeu stitches. Knit 
eight ribs, add five stitches at mmth 
end, knit five ribs, east off eleven! h. 
twelfth and thirteenth stitches, knit to 
end of row, knit back ten stitches (the 
other ten stitches are left on needle or 
worked off on a thread;, east on three 
stiti bes, knit four ribs, this making 
ten ribs for the sleeve. Cast off live 
stitches, knit one rib, on second, fourth 
and seventh ribs iucreuse at begiuiiliu: 
of ueedle, under arm seam, being cure 
ful to keep the front edge of the eoat 
straight. On the ninth rib cast off mid 
repeat with ten stitches left on needle 
for other side. Join seams and make 
border of single crochet Ln contrasting 
wool. 

Dress Crochet chain of tweuty- 
three stitches. Join, crochet three 
chain, make double crochet, chaiu oue. 
double cio. bet one, and so on around, 
being careful to have ten spaces. 

Second Rcw. Two single crochet in 
each spine. 

Third ltow.-Slugle crochet lu each 
loop of last row and repeat for sis 
rows. 

Seventh Row.— Three chain, one dou- 
ble crochet In tlrat loop, three doubh 
crochet ln second loop and two double 
la third lo-jp. Skip one loop, three 
In ueit skiu one. auilJwo dou 



ble In next and so on~"until the last 
three loops, when there are no spaces 
left between, making the skirt flatter 
In back. 

Eighth Row.— Three chain, one dou- 
ble crochet, three double crochet, pass- 
ing crochet hook under middle doable 
crochet of seventh row. nnd so on. 

Ninth Row.- Same as eighth row. 
Bind ofi' and finish with picot Hlghll 
of contrasting color.

STATE CONTROL OF ROADS. 

Why a Kansas County's Surveyor Fa- 
vors a Uniform System. 

The state control or roads In order 
to bring about uniformity and elimi- 
nate the otlices that have to do with 
road bulldlug Is advocated by J. M. 
Lindsay, couuty surveyor of Wyan- 
dotte county. Kan. Mr. Lindsay would 
abolish the otMce of county engineer 
and have n resident state engineer ap- 
pointed either by the state highway 
engineer or a good roads commissiou. 

As a continuation of tbe plan the 
toyvnshlp road overseer would be un- 
der the coutrol of the resident engi- 
neer, and tbe result, Mr. Lindsay 
Bays, would be a uniformity of roads 
nud bridges. 

"Suppose," Mr. Lindsay said, "that 
the county commissioners of one couu- 
ty should erect a concrete bridge nud 
on the same road in the next county a 
cheap 'tin' affair is erected. In ■ few 
years the cheap bridge may yvear out. 
and a heavily loaded wagon or u 
thrashing machine would be compel- 
led to go around it Under state con- 
trol this condition would uot arise, as 
the plans for bridges would be more 
or less uniform. Not that all bridges 
would necessarily be concrete, but the 
capacity and condition of every bridge 
In the state would be known by every 
resident engineer. If the survey of 
every county road were made in con- 
formity with roads In udjolulng coun- 
ties the ultimate result would be a 
road straight across tbe state at no 
unusual cost. 

••This would be tbe case If surveys 
for all generally traveled roads were 
Died In tbe oflice of the state highway 
engineer or yvltta n good roads com- 
mission. Then. too. the Toad boss' 
who insists u|>on his own Ideas of 
road building, whether they nre right 
or wrong, would be eliminated. He 
would be uuder the direction of a 
competent engineer, and his bit of 
road would receive the same attention 
as any other road in the state." 

Mr. Lindsay Is one of the three 
members of u committee appointed by 
the Kausas Engineering society to 
procure the passage of good roads 
laws In the Kansas legislature next 
winter. He Is endeavoring lo get the 
support of the society for state con 
trol of highways.

How Six Machine* Helped to Make 
Two Miles Smooth and Hard.

thoroughly dragged. The result la thai 
they are aa smooth and hard us could 
be desired. It took the motorists about 
n quarter of a duy to do the work. 

I Ins work ia to be extended. Tbe 
fifty members of the club ure to be dl 
vlded Into squad* of six each. Each

Consul Augustus 0, Seyfert of 
OWM Sound. < »ut.. says that "the 
sandy lake shore soil upon which 
Owen Sound is located results In very 
dusty streets. No mutter how much 
ruin falls or how much water l«* 
Sprinkled on the streets in nu hour 
thereafter the dust becomes a nuisance 
11 ml a menace to health. To overcome 
this 1 he municipal authorities ex 
pei imeiited with oil. will, h proved 
such a success that now all the prin- 
cipal streets in ihe towu are oiled. 
These thoroughfares are macadamized 
and are li is t swept clean and the oil 
put on immediately after with the 
sprinkler. 

"The olijtH tlon at first was that the 
odor from the crude oil was offeuslve. 
but in a day or two this disappeared, 
and the change for the better to dust- 
less streets was recognized by all. 
The first application of oil lasted six 
weeks, aud the second application was 
put 011 the other day. and what 
were some of the dustiest streets are 
now perfectly dustless. 

"The town officials state that It will 
be an annual saving of $'2,000 over the 
old water system mid at the same 
time give much better results."

The superintendent of parks In Kan- 
sas City found thai In one year a sav- 
ing of 34 per cent was effected by 
using oil Instead of water as a pre- 
ventive of dust Sprinkling would 
have cost for that year $16/207.32 
Oiling cost $10,671.44. The superin- 
tendent said that occasional light sp- 
pllcatlous of oil during the season Im- 
proved the wearing surface of the 
driveways. The damage to the wear- 
lug surface comes largely from attri- 
tion of the grit or dust on the road- 
way, and oil, he pointed out, compacts 
the grit or dust, thus checking dete- 
rioration at once and preventing the 
damage that comee from automobile 
travel.

Coloradoan Evolves Good Roads 
Plan Costing $50,000,000, 

GOVERNMENT PAYS ONE-HALF 



States to Pay Remainder and Denver 
to Be Radius With Ro.ide to Great 
Lakes, Gulf of Mexico and Pacific 
Ocean— Reduction of Railroad Rates 
One Benefit. 

A system of national highways rn- 
dlnting from Denver to the ports on 
the. gnat InkcM, the milf of Mexico nnd 
the Pnclflc sen ports of Sun Frnnclsco, 
Los Angeles nntl Seattle is the plan 
outlined by J. Brlsben Walker, presi- 
dent of the Transcontinental Highway 
association, before the Colorado con- 
servation commission recently. 

By the building of such a system of 
highways, says Mr. Walker, the cost of 
freight and pnssengyr transportation 
on existing railway systems would be 
cut in two through competition. 

The conservation commission unani- 
mously indorsed Mr. Walker's plan nnd 
passed n resolution urging the national 
legislature to take favorable action 
upon It. 

The highways are to be built of ce- 
ment, asphalt or other durable ma- 
terial, one-half of the cost to be borne 
by the government because of the 
value of the highways for military 
purposes nnd one-half to bo borne by 
the states traversed by the highways. 
These states Include Texas, Oklahoma, 
Missouri, Iown. Illinois, Kansas, Colo- 
rado, Neb-aska, Wyoming, Idaho, 
Washington. Oregon, California. Arizo- 
na and Utah. 

Five Thouaand Miles For $50,000,000. 

As to cost, Mr. Walker figures that 
B.0OO miles of highway Mold be built 
for .$.".0,000,000. This Is for the first 
strip twenty feet wide. With the gov- 
ernment paying half this would leave 
$25,000,000 to be ilivitletl among six- 
teen states, an average of $1,500,000 
each. Taid for in thirty year 5 per 
cent bonds this would be no burden. 
Mr. Walker says. Kventually the first 
Btrlp would be widened until separate 
thoroughfares were provided for 
freight and passenger traffic. 

To show how passenger fares would 
be cut Mr. Walker takes as n basis 
a ninety mile highway between New 
York nnd Philadelphia on which twen- 
ty passenger touring cars nre operat- 
ed. In tills connection he says: 

Those familiar with automobile build- 
ing would place the cost of a six 
cylinder twenty passenger car, if sold 
In large numbers, at $2,000. It would 
be a very reasonable estimate to place 
the life of the car, making a round 
trip dally, at one nnd one-half years, 
547 round trips, or 1,094 single trips, 
which would bring the cost of car to 
$1.82 per trip. For so short a life re- 
pairs need not be estimated at over 
$182 per year, or 50 cents a day. This 
would give the following:

One Passenger, 34 Cents. 

For twenty passengers the cost 
would amount to 34 cents each per 
trip, or, allowing for the average six 
vacant seats each trip, the cost for the 
fourteen passengers would be 40.4 
cents, or less than one-fourth the low- 
est fare of the Pennsylvania railway 
for the same trip. This would permit 
owners of automobile cars to charge 
100 per cent profit and even then cut 
the lowest price of the railway in half.

FUNERAL COSTUMES. 

Their Extravagance Curbed by Law at 
One Time In England. 

Sumptuary mournini; laws were for- 
merly found necessary iu EiiKland 
to restrict the extravagance of the no- 
blllty and their imitators In tlw mat- 
ter of funeral costume. At the end of 
the fifteenth century it was laid down 
that dukes, marquises and archbishops 
should be allowed sixteen yards of 
cloth for their gowns, "sloppes" 
(mourning cassoeUsi nnd mantles; earls 
fourteen, viscounts twelve, bsVKNU 
eight, knights six and nil persons of In- 
ferior degree only two. Hoods were 
forbidden to all except those above the 
rank of esipilre of the king's house- 
hold. 

In the following century Margaret, 
countess of Richmond, mother of Hen- 
ry VII., issued an ordinance for the 
"reformation of apparel for great es- 
tates of women iu tyme of mourn- 
ings." So It seems that men nnd wom- 
en have met In the extravagance of 
sorrow. 

Even 200 years ago I»ndou trades 
meu found that court mourning seri- 
ously affected their business. Addison 
relates that nt a tavern be often met a 
man whom he took for nn ardent and 
eccentric royalist. Every time this 
man looked through the Gazette he ex- 
claimed, "Thank God, all the reigning 
families of Europe are well." Occa- 
sionally he would vary this formula 
by making reassuring remarks respect- 
ing the health of British royalists. Aft- 
er some time Addison discovered that 
this universal royalist was a colored 
silk merchant, who never made a bar- 
gain without inserting in the agree- 
ment. "All this will take place ns long 
as uo royal personage dies in the In- 
terval."— London Chronicle.

DEATHWATCH BEETLES. 

Their Tapping Stands For Courtship 
and Not For Warning. 

Much mental anguish could have 
been saved to past general Inn* , in ,| 
some not so very far past If people 
hail known that the mysterious tap- 
ping of the "death watch " stood for 
courtship and not death. A writer In 
the Scientific American explains that 
the various s|ki les of the beetle anobl- 
il m nnd their bigger relatives of the 
genus xesteiilum not only nttnek fund 
tiire. but so completely riddle the 
whole woodwork of old houses by their 
borings ns in render the structures tin 
safe. Indeed, n beam that has lieen 
tenanted by these Insect* for a num- 
ber of yenrs Is little hotter ihnn an 
outer shell containing a mass of wood 
dust. The xesiobliim Is the common 
denthwntch. while the nnohlum also 
Is In the hnblt of making n tapping 
sound. 

The nocturnal tappings of these In- 
sects, distinctly audible In a room 
where then Is an otherwise complete 
nbsenee of noise, has for many centu- 
ries been regarded by the supersti- 
tious ns a warning of the npproneh of 
death. This uncanny Interpretation of 
a mysterious sound Is scarcely surpris- 
ing when it Is remembered that only 
In recent jours have naturalists dis- 
covered its true cause. 

The little beetle has been found In 
some secluded spot. Jerking its hard 
head at regular Intervals upon the sur- 
face of the wood beneath it. So far 
as enn be told. Its ruppiugs constitute 
I kind of courtship rltttnl. Obviously 
they have no connection with the lat- 
ter end of mankind. 



A RAIN_0F_ FIRE. 

The Great Meteoric Shower That 
Scared Folks In 1833. 

In Mnrfl "Chronicles of lb Itimore" 
there is n vivid description of the star- 
ry hailstorm, the fiery meteoric show- 
e.\ of 1883, and old tiles of newspapers 
are made luminous at that date with 
lite impressions of editors aud contrib- 
utors. One writer said it was the 
grandest and most charming sight ever 
presented to the vision of man. Awak- 
ened from sleep, he sprang to the win- 
dow, thinking the house was on tire, 
but when he looked out he beheld 
stars, or fiery bodies, descending like 
"torrents." The shed "in the adjoin- 
ing yard to my own." he wrote, "was 
covered with stars, as I supposed, dur- 
ing the whole lime." Professor Olm- 
stead of Vale college thought that the 
exhibition was the finest display of 
celcstl.il fireworks that had been wit- 
nessed since the creation of the world, 
uithough he. too. while knowing its 
character, was sutliciently imbued 
with the theological spirit of the time 
to believe that It was a solemn portent 
that carried a divine warning. 

One editor whose comment upon this 
phenomenon was probably more quoted 
Hum any other he ever made said: 
"We pronounce The mining fire which 
we saw ou Wednesday morning an 
awful type, u forerunuer, a merciful 
sign, of that great and dreadful day 
w hich the inhabitants of the earth will 
witness when the sixth seal will be 
opened. Many things occurring In the 
earth tend to convince us that we are 
now in the latter days." 



Dreams of Genius. 

An Interesting book might be written 
on the subject of the dreams of genius. 
Stevenson maintained that much of his 
work wus only partially original. His 
collaborators were the brownies who 
ran riot through his brain during the 
hours of sleep. He instances the case 
of "Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde." "I had 
long been trying to write a story on 
this subject." he writes, "to fiud a 
body, a vehicle for Hint strong sense 
Of man's double being which must ut 
times come In upou nnd overwhelm the 
mind of every thinking creature. For 
two days 1 went about rucking my 
brains for a plot of any sort, and on 
the second night I dreumed the scene 
at the wludow and a scene afterward 
split in two, in which Hyde, pursued 
for some crime, took the powder aud 
underwent the change In the presence 
of his pursuers. AH the rest was 
mode awuke aud consciously, although 
I think I can trace In much of it the 
manner of my browules."-London 
Chronicle.
